Reported to Be Greatly Disappointed 
at What They Found in the 
"PremiaMl Land." 

Risa, Latvia.— Wtte gronps of Rus- 
s!inii-.'vmfri<:iiis, \\iu> were deported or 
volunteered to go from America to 
soviet llTissia, are trickling back 
:urosa the Latvian frontier from the 
iiind of the Bolshevikl very frequently 
ilu'.-^f days. All hope to get back to 
the Unltetl States. 

Tliese emigrants, according to Amer- 
ican consuJar trfBcials, wIjo liear their 
-torios and have to tell them there Is 
not niiKh chance for them to get 
back, are greatly disappointed with 
wlmt they found In the ••promised 
land." 

'i'bey tell of starvation and- long 

rides in tr.-iins .«o packed with people 
tbiit there is scarcely room to breatiie. 

Besides those Avho have sui-.-eeded 
in getting to Latvia, there are many 
others vf^o have written friends in 
llii-'a asking for money from America. 

Tlie M<>s<"OU' correspondent of the 
Uiga Rund.schau writes as follows 
al>out tlie Russian-Americans inside 
the country: 

"The nmiihers of Russian commu- 
nists . xpelled from America, who with 
wry laces are selling their last poods 
and chattels on the Moscow market 
places, are increasing every day. 

"The soviet government is doing Ita 
utmost to keep these people above 
waJer by giving them even whole fac- 
tories to run and manage. But as 
these factories are Tety much • run 
'down, even American spirit and en- 
ergy is not surtlcleatly strong to set 
them in ojieration. 

"A little better (rff are those of the 
Immigrants who have managed to take 
with them from America their tools 
oi- goods produced by their trade. Such 
people are doing a big business and 

can afford to live well. Thus, one 
party of «nigrant8 haa succeeded' In 
Installing a small sewing factory con- 
taining about 900'sewlng machines. 

"Formerly the soviet government 
simply would have confiscated this 
lucrative enterprise, but at- present 
the government Is a little wary, the 
more so as in this case they have to 
do with immigrants whom they make 
a point of treating with the greatest 
possible courtesy and consideration. 

"Quite recently there arrived a 
party of Americans whose specialty 
Is the construction of small dwelling 
houses. They are welcomed and aided 
by the soviet govenunent.**

THE DEATH CELLS 
AT EDDYVILL£ PAM 



AMoatM«d-.F»eM>; • '■' 

Frankfort. Ky., Aug 16— Death 
cells in the state prison at Eddj - 
viHe, where all persons comderon- 

ed to death for crimes other than 
attacks on women are put to 
death, -have been occupied onlj- 30 
days in nearly a year and a. half. 
The last man to occupy one of the 
cells was Lee Ellison, Madison - 
ville negro, was taken to the pri- 
son on January L and oii the 
morning of January 31, was elec- 
trocuted for the murder of Sher- 
iff Hunter of Hopkins county. 

Prior to the execution of Elli- 
son, W ill Lockett, Lexington ne- 
gro, whose assault and murder of 
a little girHin Fayette county 
caused the fatal riots in Lexing- 
ton in February, 1920, was the 
last person to occupy one of these 
cells. He was electrocuted in 
.Marcli. 1920. 

Charles l>\)nthitt is the only 
person living who occupied one of 
the death cells -within the last 
three years. Douthitt was in the 
death house 32 months but his 
sentence was commnnted by Gov. 
Morrow to life imprisonment. 
Douthitt at present is in solitary 
confinement at F.ddyville as a re- 
sult of an attempt lo burn a har- 
ness factory in the prison. He 
also faces the possibility of occu- 
jiying the death cell again as the 
Kentucky law provides that a 
convict wild attcmiits to burn a 
prison Iniilding- shall be punished 
in- ficath or solitary confinement 
for life if he is convicted. 

Walter P. Stamp, of Louisville, 
and Ferdinand Sayre, of Lex- 
nigton, are the two men in the 
sta^^e now under sentence of 
death for murder. Stamp was 
convicted of the murder of ^\'. 
Smith Kussell in Louisville and 
is now in the JeflFerson county 
jail, and Sayre was convicted of 
the murder of James McHatton, 
a Lexington grocer, and is in the 
I'ayette comity jail. 

There is a third man under sen-, 
tence of death in tbe state Init he 
will be executed at Lexington if 
the Court of Appeals upholds the 
sentence of the court and the 
governor does not exercise his 
power of clemency. This man is 
Louis Kokas, a restaurant keeper 
who was found guilty of crimin- 
ally assaulting a 12-year-old girl. 
He was sentencied under the new 
law which makes the death penal- 
ty for such crimes hanging in the 
county whgre the crime was com- 
mitted.

agents in demonstrating the bcn- 
ertts of seed treatment, according 
to 7. S. Gardner, extension spe- 

ciaHst in vegetable gardening', un- 
der whose direction the tests 
were made. The his/her percent- 
age of decrease was obtained on 
soil where potatoes had not been 
qrown for several years and was 
relatively free from scab. The 
scab treatment cost abont ftve 
cents a bushel and is always sfood 
insurance against the pest that 
was responsible "for a redaction 
in the market value of much of 
the iirst crop of potatoes ill Ken- 
tuck ythis year, ■Mr. Gardner said. 
The remainder of the rednction 
was due to poor growing weather 
this spring j^hich cut down the 
disease resistance of the first 
crop. 

When the land is siabby seed 
treatment alone wiM not guaran- 
tee a clean crop, treatment of the 
soil being necessary in this case. 
A number of Jefferson county 
farmers are -condncting demon- 
strations in cooperation with the 
College at the present time on a 
total of six acres to deteriuine 
the ability of sulphur in cleaning 
the soil. From 300 to 600 iMJunds 
of this material is 'being used on 
each acre. The treatment whicli 
costs about eight dollars an acre 
has "been successfully used by po- 
tato growers in the east and 
gives promise of being valuable 
for Kentucky farmers.
